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HUSBANDS AND WIVES. 
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BY THE GENERAL 




^EFORE I come to deal 
with the ' relations into 
which husbands nnd 
wives will eomc by mar- 
riage, and to furnish 
some counsel as to how 
the duties arising out of 
their relations should be 
discharged, It seems to be desirable that 
I should say something more particularly 
ub to the feelings and motives which 
should lu(]uence men and women in en' 
tcrlng apou that union. 

I don't think much consideration will 
he required to show that a mutual agree- 
ment on certain questions is intimately 
connected with a happy mnri-iago, if not 
absolutely essential to it. 1 have, in my 
remarks on Courtship and elsewhere in 
these papers, dwelt on this necessity ; 
but 1 want to gather up the principal 
points they contain, and go over them 
again, adding others, ns they occur to 
me, in order more effectually to fix them 
in the mind, aud make them help mc la 
the counsels 1 hope afterwards to offer 
on the duties and privileges flowing out 
of the marriage relationship. 

The first tbiug I mention carries iu 
its bosom almost all that follows :— 

PULL TOGETHER. 

1. THEY MUST BE UNITED TO- 
GETHEIt AS TRUE SALVATION- 
ISTS, AND PHOMISE, AND HONOR- 
ABLY INTEND, TO LIVE, AND 
LOVE, AND WORK TOGETHER AS 
SUCH. This will be wise. Any other 
course, 1 think, will be foolish, for it 
must be remembered tbut, without this 
underbuilding, no real prosperity in the 
union cau be expected. Their happiucBs 
will depend on what they arc, oad not 
what they acquire. There Is no power in 
changed circumstances to alter character. 
If their character prevents their happi- 
ness while single, it is in vain tor them 
to expect anything better when they are 
married. If the man is selfish and Im- 
patient, or if the woman is pettish, vain 
or frivolous before marriage, the same 
qualities will manifest themselves be- 
fore the wedding-day is past, or at least 
soon after. Therefore, to eusure a huppy 
wedded lire, it will be absolutely neces- 
sary that they should possess the qual- 
ities that are essential to happiness, al- 
together independent ot the stntc itself. 

S. A. PRINCIPLES. 

2. LET THEM AGREE BEFORE- 
HAND THAT THEIR WHOLE 
WEDDED CAREER SHALL BE 
CONDUCTED ON STRICTLY HA!,- 
VATION PRINCIPLES. There can be 
no sueccss in liny kind of work, without 
some sort of standard by which to meas- 
ure it. Without such a standard how 
en n n man know what to aim at before- 
hand ? or how enn he know how far lie 
has succeeded in accomplishing his nlm 
when his work is done 'I The Salvation- 
ist will And his standurd in his "Orders 
and Regulations." They will tell him 
what he Is to do, and how lie is to do it, 
under almost every conceivable circum- 
stance into which he can come— the mar- 
ried life included. When he Ib in any 
difficulty as to their interpretation, lie 
can fnll buck upon his Commanding 
Officer. 

Now, I say to people about to marry— 
"For yon to go into this condition of 
life without any other standard of gnid- 
uuce save your feelings, or other people's 
opinions, or by 'Whatever turns up,* 
will be like a ship going to sou without 
n chart to steer by, and will be pretty 
sure to land you, your home, and your 
family— If you have one— In controversy 
nnd confusion. But you have no need to 
do that. There is your chart ready to 
hand; agree to work by It, and all will 
be well." 

OTHER RULES. 

3. THOSE ABOUT TO MARRY 
SHOULD AGREE AS TO THE PRIN- 
CIPLES ON WHICH THEY PRO- 
POSE TO CONDUCT THEIR HOME. 

Don't say that the matters that I am 
about to enumerate are too trifling to 
be bothered about beforehand, They 
have been found to be of sufficient 
magnitude to make or mar the peace — 
indeed, to wreck the fortune— nt many 



a married couple, and to fill their whole 
lives with lingering torment and discon- 
tent, and if you don't have a care, they 
may serve you the same. I say, decide 
together that, among other things, you 
will agree to conduct your home— 

1. ON THE PRINCIPLES OF RIG- 
ID ECONOMY. If you have much, 
practice frugality iu order that yon may 
have the ineuus to help the cause of 
your Saviour aud the needs of Lazarus, 
who will not be far from your door. 
If you have little, do the same, that some 
crumbs from your table may and their 
way to brighten his and lot, uud that 
you may, at least, do your share in 
helping forward the Kingdom of God. 

Besides this, there lire many beuents 
flowing from u careful, if not right, ex- 
penditure — benefits that will help to 
wisely shape the character of your child- 
ren, teaching them self-denial, uud so 
belpiug them iu after days. Now, this 
and the advice that follows, should he 
made to apply to the kind of home or 
rooms in which you commence life to- 
gether—the tables, chairs, and other 
urticlcs of furniture which you purchase; 
the clothes you wear, at the time and 
afterwards; iu fact, in everything you 
should spend your money with the great- 
est economy. 

■1. AGREE-AND IT IS ONLY A 
LITTLE FURTHER ON THE SAME 
ROAD— THAT THERE SHALL BE 
NO DEBT. Of course, there arc ex- 
ceptions to all rales. On this question 
such exceptions, however, should be few 
and far between. After the doctrine of 
No Sin, 1 don't think tbut nmuy things 
will liuvc mure to do with happy days, 
contented minds, and peaceful nights, 
than the determined adhesion to this 
luw, which 1 recommend you to pass 
before yon join hands, and thut you will 
pinch and serape and do any other hum- 
ble thing before you go into debt. I 
speak on this matter as to a wise man 
and n wise womau. Judge ye of the 
wisdom of what I say. 

3. AGAIN, I SAY, AGREE THAT A 
PORTION OF YOUR INCOME, 
HOWEVER SMALL, SHALL GO 
DIRECTLY INTO THE LORD'S EX- 
CHEQUER. I don't »«y how much it 
should be, but 1 think you should read 
und think and ugrce ubont it, aud then 
there will not he any occasion to have 
arguments afterwards. 1 know that 
you may say in answer to this that you 
cannot tell what your income nnd ex- 
penditure will be. This is very true, 
but the probability is that God will 
make His liberality to you depend on 
your generous cure fur Him uud His 
cause. He docs so with many people ; 
why should He not deaf after the same 
fashion with you ? Therefore, have the 
first turn, and resolve that you will 
tender Him at least a Bharc of what He 
gives you. 

4. AGREE THAT YOUR HOME 
SHALL BE CONDUCTED ON THE 
PRINCIPLES OF RIGHTEOUS- 
NESS. You know what they are, and 
therefore I have no need to enlarge upon 
them here. To mention thein oaly will 
lie sufficient. There is Truth, Honesty, 
Industry, KlndnesB, and other principles 
flowing out of them. Go down before 
God, und tell Him that nut only will 
you practice them, hut that no one shall 
abide under your roof that does not do 
so. 

5. AGREE, ALSO. THAT THE 
WORSHIP OF GOD SHALL BE RE- 
GULARLY AND OPENLY CON- 
DUCTED WITHIN THE WALLS OF 
YOUR DWELLING. I set up a family 
altar in the place that I called home for 
a few days, on the first night of our 
wedded life, and thnt altar has been 
maintained, in all the changes of dwell- 
ings, with and without the presence or 
the partner who shared It with me on 
that sacred evening, from that day to 
this, Agree to do the same. There are 
other things that luvre to do with this 
principle on which you should agree In 
the condnct of your home; but I want 
to touch on several other general mat- 
ters. One of these Is — 

RELATIVES. 

4. THERE SHOULD BE AN 
AGREEMENT AS TO THE TREAT- 



MENT OF RELATIVES. Now, that 
is rather a difficult question, and 1 
hardly know how I can say anything 
useful without going into the Question at 
some length, for which I can afford nei- 
ther time nor space. It may seem to 
be outside the plan of the present papers, 
but I don't think it is. I know, for in- 
stance, that the married life of many 
husbands and many wives is' eursed hy 
the domineering and injurious infinence 
of the relatives of the one party or the 
other. 

Take, for instance, the miseries caused 
in many households by the presence of 
Mothers-in-Luw. So promotive of un- 
happiness, disconteut uud dlvisiou nas 
this become in many cases, as to lead to 
all sorts of sneers upon the poor mothers, 
who in ten thousand instances think 
that, by the assistance aud the advice 
they give to their daughters or their 
sons, they are doing good service and 
materially helping those for whom they 
are so much concerned. 

But I will not say more man give one 
or two counsel!) :— 

1. AGREE THAT, AFTER YOU 
HAVE JOINED HEARTS AND 
HANDS AND FORTUNES UNDER 
THE SAME ROOF, NO ONE SHALL 
COME BETWEEN YOU— THAT IS 
SO AS TO INTERFERE WITH 
YOUR LOVE FOR EACH OTHER, 
AND THE CONFIDENCE AND O- 
BEDIENCE YOU GIVE TO EACH 
OTHERS' COUNSELS AND JUDG- 
MENTS. You two are going to be one. 
'•Whom God hath joined together let no 
man (relative or otherwise) put asund- 
er." In small matters of daily lite it 
will be more for your happiness und 
general welfare that you should make 
mistakes aud keep united, than that 
you shoald avoid the errors by being 
divided. It is of infinite importance to 
you that you should act upon the suy- 
iug, "United we stand, divided we fall." 
Now, I Bay to the relatives of married 
people in general, and to mothers-in-lnw 
in particular, unless you are quite sure 
that something serious is going to hap- 
pen, don't push your well-intended ad- 
vice or assistance upon them if it 'a 
going to make n division In the love uud 
confidence of their hearts. 

I have nothing but the kindest feeling 
for the mothers-in-law. Nothing seems 
mure natural than that she should be 
interested in the welfare of cither son 
or daughtur to whom she stands in this 
relation. I have hud n great deul of 
personal experience on tie subject, and 
never in one single iustance was the 
help and counsel both my dear wife and 
I received other than profitable, bene- 
ficial and welcome— thrice welcome— into 
the bargain. And 1 have no doubt that 
others shure my experience. I would not 
have their kindness or attention abated— 
no, uot one single jot; still, after all I 
have said already, beware of auy act or 
inllucuce that is likely to destroy the 
confidence and love existing between 
husband nnd wife. 

Am I asked what line of treatment 
should be given to uuconverted relatives? 
My reply is, "Get tbem converted if that 
be possible, and uothiug will interfere 
with the obligation under which vou nro 
laid to do what in you lies to save their 
souls. If you fail to do this aud yet 
deal with them faithfully, they will not 
trouble you much—anyway, beyond seek- 
ing your assistance iu their temporal 
I roubles."

I am ashamed 
to have to coufeBS that such u state of 
feeiiug is possible in a Salvationist hus- 
band. With respect to husbands be- 
longing to the churches around us there 
can be no question about the fuct. And 
lo their shame be it spoken of such 
husbands, 1 am afraid the engagement 
to cease pleading the liiusc oi their 
Master in public has been made a cou- 
dltiou of their marriage with some Sal- 
vationist women, and to the greaier 
shame still of the Salvationist women 
themselves, they have consented to it. 

But I am further afraid that some- 
thing very much like such a coudition 
of marriage is occasionally made within 
our borders; if not beforehand, in so 
many words, the same state of things fol- 
lows, secured on the part of the husband 
by alternative arguments and persuas- 
ions. Now, to prevent anything of this 
kind, I urge thnt a woman should hnvu 
a distinct understanding beforehand ns 
to the continuance of her privileges, 

2. LET THERE BE AN AGREE- 
MENT AS TO THE CONTINUANCE 
OF THE WORK DONE AT THE 
TIME BY EITHER OB BOTH OF 
THE PARTIES. When tie woman is 
u Commanding Officer — as is sometimes 
unfortunately the case — or when in other 
instances she does us maeh work us one, 
thiB may be impossible, while, ou the 
other hand, the intending husband may 
be extensively employed in the affairs 
of tic Vineyard, and the wife may he 
tempted to seek the limitations of these 
meetings, thinking that they will take 
away from her some of the time she 
considers to be her due. This should 
also he looked at fairly aud squarely, 
and decided upon, as in the presence of 
God, so that there shall he no disagree- 
ments nt the threshold of the married 
life on such questions, so that neither 
cau say, "I did not expect that you 
were goiug to treat me so unfairly." 

This also applies to any work that 
■nay be in contemplation ut the time. 
After the engagement thut led up to 
my marriage, I was strangely led into 
the work of an Evangelist. I travelled 
from town to town, and was remarkably 
used hy God. But the work seemed to 
necessitate correspondingly long separa- 
tions from home. Now, that sort of life 
was one that my wife fancied 'she could 
uot suffer, and, therefore, wus nut culled 
lo endure. But she looked at it, prayed 
about it, and cumo to the conclusion 
that she had no right to put nuy pleas- 
ure she might hope to get out of her 
husband's company in the way of his 
usefulness; so she gave we up, and 
agreed that if, after marriage, it proved 
to be the will of God that 1 should have 



prevented her having to make the sacri- 
fice, as by the roiunrknblo gifts after- 
wards developed, she was able to travel 
with mc, aud carry the children into the 
bargain; but she still gave me distinctly 
to understand heforchand, that she wus 
ready nnd willing to fall in with the 
will of God on the mutter. 

Anyway, and under all circumstances, 
there should be n perfect ngrc.'iicut- 
before going to the altar, un everything 
thnt is of sullicicut importance to inter- 
fere with the unity nnd happiness holi- 
ness nnd usefulness, of married life. 
Better love nnd live apart If you cnniiot 
agree, than live together uud wrangle 
because you disagree.

that He should have thus swerved from 
His usual obedience they could not uu- 
derstand. Amid fearfal questionings and 
vague fears they retraced their steps 
and commenced the search. 

The fact that it was possible for them 
to travel u whole day's journey without 
missing Him is explained by the fact that 
in Palestine tbe people travelled at that 
time in huge companies, frequently whole 
villages at a time, as in less numbers 
they were liable to molestation from the 
robbers who infested the highways. 

When at last the agitated searchers 
reached the Temple the scene must have 
been an impressive one. There, sur- 
rounded by a wondering crowd of tbe 
wisest doctors of divinity, sat the object 
of their search. Jesus was the centre 
of attraction, nnd around Him was 
going on one of the deepest discussions 
tbat bad been held in that sacred place. 
He had asked questions su searching of 
the doctors that tbeir learning was 
baffled. Then they had changed places— 
the doctors became the questioners, tbe 
Boy the answerer. His returns to tbeir 
queries astonished the old mca around 
Him, so remarkable were they for their 
comprehensive clearness. That the 
Child answered from more than 
human intelligence must have 
been evident to all. In those 
days, however, they were accus- 
tomed to remarkable gifts of prophecy 
and probably attributed tbe wisdom of 
Jesus to the dawning light of such an 
inspiration.

1 hnve not space to describe lu 
this letter the wonderful machinery by 
which the X-ray is produced, but the 
reader can form some idea when be is 
told that a current of electricity or 
two hundred volts is sufficient to run 
the street curs, but it takes two million 
volts to produce the X-ray. The spark 
or electric fire wave Is uot dazzling 
bright, but a pale pink or lilac, aud yet 
it is light, of such exceeding brightness 
as to be above the natural eye, for the 
eye can only take iu a. ccrtaiu number 
of luminous waves, and when those 
waves become so rapid as to ruu up 
into the billions of wave beats in a 
second, it becomes invisible to the eye. 
When this eleetric fire wave is being 
emitted through an air-tight glass tube, 
the observer looks through something 
like a telescope, containing a prepared 
plate, and covered on the outside with 
leather, and yon hold your arm with all 
the clothing on it before the dark tube, 
and the first tbiug to be seen are the 
bones of the arm, the electric wave 
seeming to pay no attention to the cloth- 
ing, or flesh, and even shines through 
an inch board, between the arm and the 
ray without being noticed by tbe observ- 
er. The doctor photographed the boue> 
nf niy hand, and of a purse by its side, 
showing the silver coin in tbe purse 
plainer than the purse.

If a 
man discover a way by which to see 
the bones and arteries through the flesh, 
how easy for God to see the motives 
nnd the intents of the heart !

Brigadier Bennett, who, during the 
recent fourteen months, has had charge 
of the E. O. and Q. Province, has just 
said good-hye to that psrt of our Ter- 
ritory to succeed Brigadier Pugmire in 
the command of the Eastern Province, 
while Major Hargrove will, by the time 
this Teaches our readers, have establish- 
ed himself in the Montreal Provincial 
Office. 

Brigadier Bennett was converted at 
Hull II., Ens., in May, 1881, and after 
more than two years' soldiership, enter- 
ed the International Training Home, nt 
London, in Sept., 1SS3, which he left 
as a Commissioned Lieutenant in Slay, 
1884. Eight corps appointments as Cap- 
tain in charge followed, after which he 
was promoted to the rank of Ensign and 
appointed to the oversight of the J. S. 
work in Scotland. . This post he filled 
with much success for 2j years, during 
which time be advanced to the rank of 
Adjutant and Staff-Captain. Nearly 
nine years ago he came to Canada, also 
in the interest of the ,T. S. work, which 
he superintended for 13 months. He 
then took appointments as Senior D. 0. 
of the Barrie, and later on the Montreal 
Division. When the new system of 
oversight was adopted. Staff-Capt. Ben- 
nett commanded the St. John (S. Bj 
District, after which he became Chan- 
cellor of the Eastern .Province under 
Colonel Jacohs. The position of Social 
Secretary followed, and brought with It 
the promotion to a Major's rank. Short- 
ly after that came his change to the 
cnmiunnd of the Ts'orth-West Province, 
where he made one of the best all-round 
records as Provincial Officer. A number 
ot new corps were opened, the soldier's 
roll increased, debts pnid off, nnd the 
largets for Harvest Festivnl nnd Self- 
Denial overshot. 

In February, 1898. Brigadier Bennett 
farcwelled from the North-West nnd as- 
sumed charge of the East Ontario Prov- 
ince.

world li.v several hundreds of dollars. 
Truly God enme to our help in a most 
wonderful manner. Fully 200 soldier* 
have been added to the permanent roll 
during my command. All charges have 
hcen paid for every War Cry sent to the 
TYfiviiior during my time, and our War 







Cry sales have increased also by several 
hundreds ot copies. 

In Montreal alone the local corps and 
institutions were in deht to the extent 
o( nearly $1,400; to-day $100 would pay- 
all that is owing In the city by all the 
corps and institutions. 

The rents of the Provincial Headquart- 
ers during my command have been more 
than double what they were prev- 
iously, yet we do not owe a cent on this 
account ; everything is paid up to date. 
We haTC also been ahle to do more for 
the officers, in the line of grants, than 
has ever been possible before, and the 
prospect of future progress is brighter 
thnn ever. 

Montreal City, for many reasons, 
makes a grand centre for this Province. 
The central offices of all the principal 
railways are here, and it is the summer 
terminus of the ocean steamers. 

MONTREAL I. corps is in a splendid 
condition. Staff-Capt. Burditt has done 
wonderfully well.

musically. The 
War Cry and 
other publica- 
tions are sold out 
every week.

HE building Is five Btories 
high, with a huge base- 
ment, and a "promenade 
deck" on the flat roof ! 
The hnscment has been 
converted into a laundry 
and labor yard. This 
underground, industrial 
portioa was a dungeon-like place, noted 
for dust, dirt, spiders, cockroaches nnct 
I'onl air, when the conversion began, 
but light bus entered through the plate 
glass provided, which, combined with the 
art of the kolsominer, has produced an 
excellent accommodation. Fixed tubs, 
boilers, ironing, drying and fuaiiguting 
rooms, and sufllcient space for indus- 
tries, make this invaluable. 

On the ground floor arc three en- 
ti-nnccs, each distinctly separute from 
the other.

Each of these sections Is roomy, divid- 
ed by ten feet partitions, The lavatory 
is mo»t unique (another to the Command- 
ant). Down hi a portion or the uld 
swimming bath, which Is not floored, nre 
arranged most up-to-date bowls and 
water appliances— thirty-six in number- 
provided for the use of the threepenny 
dormitory. A Brobdlngnngluu- towel- 
horse occupies the centre of the euclos- 



u sight worth seeing. The silver letter- 
ing of the beautiful ribbons nnd scrolls 
pu intcil uiioii the walls of the gallery, 
siiinc brilliantly iu the faslight, remind- 
ing the 260 sleepers below that "Jesus 
will save you," "Helpless, but uot hope- 
less," giving them a huge "Welcome !" 
ns they enter, nnd n corresponding "God 
bless you !" as they leave In quest of 
work iu the moruing. Bound the gallery 
of the same building nre sixpenny beds; 
along one side nre niucpeiiny cubicle."., 
nnd round the other gallery is the bovs' 
home. Stretchers, reading-room, play- 
ground, and lavatory complete. This is 
the beginning of great things. Wherc- 
nnto will it grow ? The Commandant 
speaks with superlative fulth and con- 
fidence of this work among the homeless 
nnd ragged boys. It will be only history 
repenting itself for some of those poor 
lads to bo translated from the streets 
and poverty to be olllcerB in the ranks 
of this invincible Army.

Wc have now seen the Men's Shelter 
side of things. Some 350 men nnd boys 
will find accommodation here, with trn'lv 
palatial entertainment. Number one sec- 
tion communicates with the other. We 
knock at the left front entrance, and 
nre face to face with one of those who, 
according to the Commandant, only need

two white wings to be angels— the slum 
sisters. 

Clean ? I should think so. Spotless t 
The office on ' one side, the door, the 
waiting room, "drunks' " room, and the 
women's bath-room on the other. If all 
the shelter Is like this, all right ! 

We mount the stairs, prettily lino- 
lcumed with a flowered pattern; plenty 
of taste. Ahead of us the diuiug room, 
- to the left the kitchen. In the right the 



ure, with an abundance of roller-toweh 
so that it will he unnecessary for tli 
dosser to turn to the next man and sny 
in the language of the Cockney arub 
"Give us ycr wipe." 

The smoking room is where all sucl.
